PHILADELPHIA; April 4.—Official announce- 

ment is wade that a prelimizary contract has 

been executed between Louisville and 

Nashville and the Norfolk and Western rail- 

road companies by the terms of which each 

company undertakes promptly to cause surveys 
to be mace, with a view to construct an exten- 
sion ¢f its lines to a point of connection in 

Wise county, Virginia. The extenston of the 

Louisville and Nashville railroad will be from 

, Corbin station, on their present Kuoxville 
branch, threugh the Cumberland valley of 

Kentucky, andthe extension of the Norfolk 

and Western railroad will be from Graham 

station, on their New River division, through 

Clinch valley of Virginia. The total length 

of the line to be constructed is about two hun- 

dred miles. and asthe meeting point will be 
east of the Camberland mountain, in Wise 
county, Virginia, each company will have 
about one hundred miles to construct, and the 
work will be pressed to completion as rapidly 
as possible.

Land company $2 000,ard other enterprises the 
balance. The Louisville and Nashville, it is 
estimated, will contribute $2,500.

A SIPGULAR COINCIDENCE, 


A Buil@ing Burns While the Court is De- 
ciding a Contest Over it. 

VASHINGTON, April 4.—T wb squares east of 
the capitol grounds standsa bleck of houses 
known as the Grant row. The houses are 
spacious four-story bricks, having rather showy 
fronts, with brown-sione trimmings, The row, 
which covers a whole square from Second to 
‘Third streets, was erected about 1873 by Cap- 
tain Albert Grant. To carry on his extensive 
building operatiqnus, Captain Grant secured an 
advance from thi Phenix Mutual Life Insur- 
anee company, and out of this transaction grew 
litigation which hss been pending a dozen 
years, and was finally settled today. While 
the decision was being read in the United 
States supreme court agzinst Captain Grant and 
in faver of the insurence company, this row 
was discovered to be on fire. 

Ore of the houses is occupied by Senator 
Blair, of New Hampshire, who was Captain 
Grant’s.counsel in the litigation referred to. 
The fire began in Senator Blair’s house, and 
the roof and upper stery was burned off Sena- 
tor Blair’s honee and the adjoining one when 
the firemen stopped it. The loss to the build- 
ings amonnted to several thousand dollars, and 
to the contents of the houses by fire and water 
conmsiderably more.

THE STRUGGLE AT THE POLLS IN 
MICHIGAN AND OHIO. 


The Prehibitton Amenément Probably Carried ia 
Michigan—Workirgmen Parading the Streets 
of Cincinnati Claiming e Victery—Cieve- 
land Goes Democratic- Other Nows 


DeTROIT, Mich, April 4—[Special.]—In- 
dications at this hour, point to the carry- 
ing of the prohibition amendment. The cities 
that have gone unanimously against it are as 
follows: Detroit, twenty thousand; Grand 
Rapids, five thousand; East Saginaw, twenty- 
five hundred; Bay City, twenty-five hundre?; 
Muskegon, ore thousand, and the apper 
ypcuinsular gives an afiverse majority. 
But from ail other parts of the state, 
come very ven and untroken major.ties for 
probibition. A terriblespow storm prevailed 
ail over the state, and telegraphic communica- 
tion is very bad. It is almost impossible to 
give definite figures, but the result is certainly 
very close—chaunces favoring ihe amendment. 
State ticket has gone republican by about 12,- 
CCO majority. It will be two days before re- 
ceipts of definite retarns. Of twenty-eight 
juédves elected in the state, sixteen are demo- 
crats, eleven republicans, and one independ ent 

Michiyan electors today cast their ballots for 
two justices of the state supreme court, two 
regents of the state university, and two 
smendments to the constitution, besides 
county officers. The amendinents were for an 
increase of salaries of estate officials and the 
prohibition of the liquor traffic. Bgth liquor 
and anti-liquor men have worked 
hard, 2 lively campaign being 
the result. An important factor 
in the fight has been the temperance element, 
but doubled the: effectiveness of prohibitory 
legislation. Owing to energetc working for 
and against the prohibition amendment a very 
full vote was polled,,.this being particularly 
true in the southern part ofthe state. In the 
upper peninsula, snow feil to the depth of from 
two to four feet and very materially interfered 
with the vote. Generally the day was quiet, 
although in a few places, trouble between the 
prohibitiouists and anti-prohibitionists was re- 
ported. 

Wemen bave been present at the polls all 
day, wo1king jor the amendment. So far as 
reported, the probibition amendment is strongly 
opposed in the cities, but the country vote'scems 
likely to overcome the city vote. 

Jt is almost an impossibility to give definite 
returns tonight, all reports so far received are 
scattered and incomplete. However, enough 
is known toshow that the republicans have 
elected their state ticket by a safe plurality. 
The Tribune claims a plurality of not less than 
10,0C0® As tothe amendments, later returas 
scem to make the adoption of both assured, 
The vote on the prohibition amendment has 
been very heavy and the‘ anti-liquor men 
appstently gained a victory. There be- 
ing no basis on which to figure, no estimates 
can be given.

The Republicans Carry Cincinnati-—-pemo-— 


crats Sweep Cléeveiana, 

CINCINNATI, April 4.—The most interes ‘ing, 
uncertain and surprising election for year: 
was that of today. At this writing—9 p. um. 
the best expeits in forecasting the results are 
at a loss, and give their estimates with many 
reservations to cover coming returns. The 
uneertainty all arises from the nhexpectedly 
large vote for the labor party, and from its 
queer distribution. It waa at first thought 
that this party would draw its strength 
more from the democrats than from 
the republican’, but the returns nowin show 
heavy Grafts in republican districts, especially 
in the German quarter. The eleventh ward 
—(erman ward—hithberto a republican strong- 
held, bas been carried today by the labor 
paity. There are 105 precincts inthe city. 
Of there thirty-four have been heard from, and 
they show a republican loss of 476 on the vote 
for comptroller, a year ago, when the republi- 
can msjoriiy was 6,259. :Assuming that the 
some rate of loss will be maintainedin tho 
precincts yet to hear from, the republican 
candidate for mayor will be elected by a pleu- 
rality of about 4.000. But, as before hinted, 
it ig unsafe to make estimates, the vote is so ir- 
regular. The relative aggregate vote of the 
first twenty four precincts is as follows: Smith, 
republican, Matson, democrat, 1,365; 
Stevenson, labor, 1,697. 

The election was carried on in perfectly good 
order. A clear space of one hundred feet on 
each side of the polling places 
was kept all day by non-partisan 
police, whose authorty was respected. Voters 
passed the ordeal of ticket-holders outside of 
the limit, but within and at the polls no elec- 
ticneering was permitted. The judges and 
clerks are so care fully selected by the board of 
election, that there is no suspicion of « false 
count, co that whatever is the result there will 
te no doubt that it is the will of the people. 

11 p. m.—The board of elections has just 
completed the footing on the head of the ticket, 
which shows: W. H. Stevenson, labor candi- 
date for mayor, to be elected by ten votes. The 
figures are: Stevenson, 17,414; Smith, republi- 
can, 17,404; Matson, democrat, 11,547. They 
have returns from all precincts in the city. Ot 
course, with such a result, the official count 
will have to be awaited for the real verdict. An 
inspection of the vote indicates that the re- 
meimder of the ticket will be republican, except 
judge of the police court. ; 

12:25 a. m—The labor men are shouting on 
the streets and at their headquarters in honor 
of their supposed victory.

IfI die in the cause, 
out of my blood revenge will spring up.” 

Most then proceeded to speak in German. 

€ applause became heartier, because he was 
better understood.

Are you dogs,and will you allow yourselves 
to be cut into mincemeat. On the 4th of May 
our Chicago brethren threw a bom > against 
these 200 hired murderers, and I am proud of

PEEL IN PAIN. 


AN EXPLANATION OF WHY THE 
CLOTURE WaAS APPLIED. 


Mr. Peel was Suffering Interse Pain from Varicose 
Veins and Cut Off Debate So as to Leave the 
Berneh-— An Apology from a Member of the 
House—General Foreign Mention. 


Lonpon, April 4.—W. H. Smith, first lord of 
the treasury. replying to a question in the 
bouse of commons this afternoon, said that an- 
der the proposed Irish crimes act, the amend- 
ment bill, one of two magistrates exercising 
summary jurisdiction must have sufficient 
knowledge of the law. He (Smith) would not 
agree to such a drastic proposal as the removal 
of all Irish magistrates lacking classical educa- 
tion.

an ally of the most tyrannical party in parlia- 
ment. Mr. Chaplin asked if this language was 
not a grees breach of privilege. 

The speaker replied that it was for the house 
to decide whether the language referred to 
wes a breach of privilege and that personally 
he pasied over, as he could well afford to do 
.cheets| aby pereonal reflection which Cony- 
beare might have intended. The gravity of 
the affair consisted in the fact that the lan- 
guege used reflected not upon him (the speak.

Aiter tonight's row, the speaker was obliged 
io retire on account of iliness, and it then be- 
ceme known that the probable cause of his 
readiness to assent to the closure on Saturday 
was the fact that he was suffering acute pain 
from varicose veins in his legs. 

Lord Salisbury and other members of the 
cabinet dined at the speaker’s house Saturday 
cvening, but Mr. Peel was absent, Mrs. Peel 
«xplaining that he wasill. The medical an- 
thorities attribute Mr. Peel’s condition to the 
lengthened sittings of the house. 

It is thought that as a result of the incident, 
the government will! not dare to hurry the sec- 
ord reading of the coercion bill. An attempt 
to crush the debate would undoubtedly pro- 
duce wild commotion thoroughout the coun- 
try. Mr. Gladstone aims at fourteen days 
discussion before final division, with a recess 
of a week for stumping country and agitating 
the question. Thé ministeria ists are willing 
to concede seven nights for debate without ro- 
cess. 

The London radical clubs are organizing a 
demenstration against the coercion bill. They 
prepose to hold a meeting in Hyde park on 
Monday, and it is expected there will be an 
importing procession. 

Lord Selorne, in an article in the Liberal 
Unionist, makes a fierce attack upon the Irish 
priesthood. He asks: “By what claim do they 
stand above the law?’ and continues: 

“Until lately the priesthood supported the pre 
cepts of the Bible.

Large Meetings in Philadelphia and Des

PHILADELPHIA, April 4.--An immense mass 
meeting was held in the Academy of Music 
this evening for the purpose of protesting 
against the proposed coercive islation by 
the government of Great Britain.

Five thousand people present. Thousands una 
to obtain admission.

No 
speaker Irish. All Americans. Strong speec 
were made denouncing the bill and expreasi 
amezement that such a measure should tbe pro- 
peces in the 19th century by a civilized govern- 
ment. 

‘‘Rerolutions expressing the sentiment of onrcity 
of one million inhabitants, and our state, of five 
million inbabitants, in favor of Irish home rule, 
were unanimously and enthusiastically adopted.”’

The Tobacco Tax, 


The Courier-Journal tells the farmers of 
Kentucky that they ‘‘should be informed 
that the depression in tobacco has {be- 
come so extreme that even the manufactur- 
ers would hail a substantial rise in leaf with 
pleasure.’’ 

Under the circumstances, therefore, the 
farmers ought to be much obliged to the 
manufacturers for their consideration, and 
no doubt they are, but the farmers, in com- 
mon with the rest of the people, would feel 
grateful if the tobacco manufacturers would 
move for the repeal of the tobacco tax. 

It is a war tax, an unjust tax, and an un- 
necessary tax, and falls on those who are 
least able to bear it. Tobacco may be a 
luxury, or it may be a poison; nevertheless, 
it isan agricultural product, and in more 
directions than one the law under which 
the tax is collected operates to embarrass the 
producer. 

The tobacco crop of a Kentucky farmer is 
as important to him as his cotton crop is to 
a Georgian cotton planter, and one is en- 
titled to as much freedom of action, so far as 
the law is concerned, as the other. 

Our southern congressmen. will save them- 
selves a good deal of trouble by examining 
into these internal revenue questions. The 
people of the country want these taxes re- 
pealed. :

An Important Discovery. 

There is nothing new in the proposition 
that the earth is flat. It was generally be- 
lieved until the rotund theory found favor. 
But there are indications in favor of a return 
to the time honored belief. 

The other night, Dr. R. H. Clark deliver- 
ed a lecture in Minneapolis in which he 
took the position that the earth is flat, and 
is a most level surface, surrounded by a 
solid rim of ice, which prevents us from fall- 
ing off its edge. The professor gave the fol- 
lowing reasons: 

1. That according to rules given for the curva- 
ture of the earth’s surface there would be a down- 
ward curvature of twenty-four feet to six miles; 
that in the surveys of railroads and tunnels and 
canals no allowance was made for such curvature; 
consequently: none existed in fact. 

2. That every lighthouse in the world belied 
the theory of the earth’s rotundity. They would 
fall hundreds of feet below the line of sight if the 
earth were a globe, 

3. That actual experiments with leveling instu- 
ments prove that the surface of all standing water 
is horizonta), consequentiy the earth cannot possi- 
bly be a globe. 

4, That degrees of longitude do not converge be- 
yond the equator, as they have been supposed to 
do. 

5. That the earth could not {stand a centrifugal 
force of 1,000 miles per hour without flying to 
pieces. 

6. That Scripture sustains the fact that the earth 
is fixed and cannot be moved. ‘ 

The Minneapolis man has a big job on 
hand if he proposes to unsettle the opinions 
of mankind, but he is evidently thoroughly 
in earnest, and he will make a brave fight. 

It makes no difference to us whether the 
earth is round or fiat, or whether it has an 
inhabited hollow ‘running through it from 
pole to pole, as Americus Symmes taught, 
but we have no objection toa full and fair 
discussion. Let us drop some of the ques- 
tions and problems now agitating the public 
mind, and give the Minneapolis man the 
floor for a while.

A Card From Mr. John Stephens, 

Iprrors CONSTITUTION: I ask space in 
your colamus to reply briefly to a reference to me 
in your Sunday’s issue, I deprecate newspaper 
controversy or notoriety, and try to avoid it. 
The interview with me, published in your Satur- 
day's paper, was not of my seeking... Your oner- 
etic reporter hunted meclown, and applied his 
suction pump. Itriedto avoid all personalities, 
as I have no personal feeling in this matter. The 
reference to myself to which I wish to reply, is 
when it was stated that ‘It was well understood 
in this community that Mr. Stephens is somewhat 
of an obstructionist in the enforcement of the 
prohibition law. He went so faron one occasion as 
to try to intimidate the chief of police in the dis- 
charge of his duty, and was a prominent figure in 
that disgraceful scene that occurred on Decatur 
street afew months ago.’’ Now, the first part of 
this charge is without any foundation of fact, ex- 
cept that previous to, and at the election held 
in November, 15885, opposed prohibition, 
deeming it inexpedient, unwise and uunecessary, 
but when it became a law by the vote of the peo- 
ple, I was strongly in favor of its enforcement. I 
refer to ex-Mayor Hillger, then a member of the 
board of police commissioners, if I did notoffer 
the first recolution before our board as to its rigid 
enforcement by the police; and to ex-councilman 
Garrett if I did not ask him to propose an ordinance 
in the council authorizing the police to enforce it. 
I was on the committee appointed to prepare an 
ordinance for submission to council, but could not 
agree with my fellow committeemen on the one 
they offered. I have tried in every way proper 
since then to have said law enforced in e be- 
coming manner,and in accordance with the act 
creating it. So much for that! The Decatur street 
“scepe’ alluded to by Commissioner English, was 
when the chief of police, instructed by one 
member of the board, contrary to our rules 
end to law, undertook to close up two 
business houses without any warrant or au- 
thority, save that of foree, I rebuked the 
chief then for so doing, telling him that he shonld 
have epplied to the courts, and either enjoined 
the parties, or cited them before{the recorder. Had 
he 6oue so the matter would have been settled 
Without any disorder, or any danger of a 
riot. I waga participant in that ‘‘scene’’ tothe 
extent stafTed. I thoughtthen, and think now. 
that] was right, and I assumeall the responsibility 
that can, or may, attach tossid act. Mr. English 
said turtber: **‘Why didhe (I) not two years ajo 
call upon the public for an ingignation meeting,” 
etc. * * *® Inreply, I have' not called for one 
now, had not thought of suchathing, and two 
years ago there was no necessity for one, unless 
it was because we failed to re-elect him as chair. 
man of the board, which was a great wrong from 
his standpoint I presume. At that meeting we re- 
moved one captain, owing to representations of 
good citizens, and one stationhousekeeper because 
the chief of police desired it. He being a bonded 
cfiicer, responsible for everything in and around 
the stationhouse, we made the change and put ia 
his kinsman, whom we regarded as being capable. 

We placed the two oflicers named on the force as 
patrolmen, and re-elected the entire force, except 
three men, as statedin my interview. I voted for 
Mcon {for captain, because the chief of police said 
he was a good officer and would no doubt make a 
good captain, because he was a competent, 
well educated man, and well recommended by 
many good citizens, including Mr. M. C. Kiser,who 
hed known him from boyhood. I voted for Rus- 
sell for captain because he stood well as an officer, 
and was recommended jby Mr. E. W. Marsh, Adair 
«& Bro., and other good citizens, besides he was a 
capable man. (At the last election the citizens 
named, although now consistent prohibitionists 
asked meto support Moon and Russell for the 
same positions.) If my votes on that occasion look 
like ‘‘bargain and sale,” and the publie interest 
was not considered, | cannot see it. We changed 
chairman, one captain, one 'station-house keeper, 
and dropped three men, replacing two of the latter 
— a short fime, thus leaving one man perma- 
nently. 

The majority members of the board, at the last 
election, dropped twenty-five patrolmen, two cap. 
tains, and removed the two station-house keepers. 
I voted for every member of the old force, except a 
few that 1 regarded asinefficient.

I have no remarks to make on the statements of 
either Martin, Brotherton or Goldsmith: they 
made no personal allusions.

THE FACTORY OF THE COMPANY 
NEARING COMPLETION, 
A ED 
4 Practical Glass Worker Pronounces It Second to 
None in the United States—A Visit to the Works 
~Interesting Talk with Superintendent 
Weyer, Who Makcs Statements,

The building of the Atlanta Glass-biowers’ 
association is nearing completion. Mr. J. H 
Matthews, the contractor who has the work in 
charge, thinks it will be finished and ready 
for occnpancy by May the Ist. 

Yestercay a reporter of Tug ConsriITUTION 
made a visit tothe place for the purpose of 
seeing the 

PROGRESS OF THE WORK, 

‘The building is situated on the brow of a 
hill, within one hundred feet of the track of 
the East Tennessee, {Virginia and Georgia 
railroad. The situation is decidedly picturesque. 
The location is regarded by Dr. Rankin and 
the other members of the comp2ny as unsar- 
passed. The building is erected upon a two 


scre ‘ot at the terminnos of Pryor street and 


near theend of McDaniel street. It is aout 
a quarter¢fa mile beyond the limits of the 
city. The extension of the Pryor street ruil- 
way line passes within a few hundred feet of 
the piace, and carsrun toand fro every hour, 
The place is thereby rendered easily accessible. 
The factory is one of the most substantial in 
ithe south. A practical glass blower from 
Brilliant, Obio, said to areporter: “I have seen 
all the glass factories in the United States, but 
never have I seen a better building for the 
purpose than thisone. When completed it 
will, in my estimation, be the best glass fac- 
tcty im the United States.” 

The stfucture is built upon a solid granite 
foundation. Itsdimensions are 185x60 feet. 
It is about 40 feet high, having two stories and 
acellar. One end of the building, where the 
two furnaces are placed, is of brick, the other 
parts being of wood. The floor will beof brick. 
It is so arranged that every foot of the factory 
which is subjected to heat is of stone or br ck. 
Each tide contains about twenty windows. 
The ends and the sidesare admirably venti- 
lated by a novel ariangement. The six-pot 


‘furnace, which will melt the sand into glass, 


is placed at the western end, being incased ia 
solid masonry; at the other side, withia a few 
yards of this farnace, is the tank furnace. In 
the center of the room down stairs there runs 
a sliding machine which will convey the pots 
of molten glass to the extreme eastern end, 
where the heat will be reduced by air currents. 
As none of the machinery nor paraphernalia of 
the works is yet in position the process of 
mandfacturing glass cannot be descrived. The 
method to be employed is the same as in vogue 
in Philadelpbia, Pittsburg and Brilliant, Ohio; 
it is the approved method. 
A TALK WITH THE SUPERINTENDENT. 

Mr. August Weyer, the superintendent of the 
works, is supervising te ioterior arrange- 
ments of the building, while Mr. Mathews is 
overlooking the construction. Mr. Weyer is 
delightcd with the location and the arrange- 
He is a Frenchman, 
whose yocabu'ary of English is not extensive. 
However, be told the reporter many 
interesting things about glass-blowing. He 
is confident that the works will be 
in fulltlastby the Ist of next month. Hs» 
will begin with about seventy-five skilled 
g'ssshiowers, mestof whomcome from Bril- 
bant, Ohio. Theeo artisans will earnon an 
average Siadeay. He expects that from time 
to time the force will have tobe augmented, 
snd predicts that in less than six month: an- 
other factory willbe built bytie same com- 
pary. Said be: “I am pleased with the out- 
lock. The location is unrivalled, the climate 
is supe rp, the building occupies a high and dry 
piace, which must be very healthy. That we 
will make a brilliant success of the enterprisa 
[em theroughly convinced in advance. You 
mey be astonished when I inform you that we 
can make glass in Atlanta at a less cost than it 
can be mannfactured anywhere in the union, 
There are several reasons for this,. Here are 
some of them: Glass sand, which will aszay 
about 95 per cent of pure silica, is worth in 
the market about 32a barrel. Here we have 
at our very doors—yes, literally within 


-&@ stone-tbrow of the factory—inexhaustible 


quantities of rock and sandstone which 
iis crystalline in its purity, It is really trans- 
parent glassin rock form. It is pure silica. 
This is rarely found, and is exceedingly valua- 
able. To pulverize this we use a patent 
ciusher, which is nowin position for use. 
Not only have we" exhaustive supplies of the 
mcst desirable material oyt of which 
to manufacture the glass, but we cx 
intke it ata tess price than it is made in the 
factories of the north and west. For instances, 
fe willuse each dag in our works two tons 
of coal and six to eight barrels of 
rosin. We use rosin inthe place of 
gasoline, The rosin costs us about 
$7.50 a day; the garoline would cost at least 
59,600. By our improved modes, we will, I am 
satisfied save 200 per cent. You See this is 
seething really astonishing, yet it is true. 
My idea is that this venture will result so sat- 
isfactory tothe cempany that iv will hasten to 
erect another establishment for the making of 
window and plate glass. In this factory we 
will make bottles, vases, globes, and every con- 
ceivable description of glass-waie useful and 


_ fancy.” 


WHAT THE GLASS-WORKERS’ ORGAN SAY3: 

The last issue of the Ameircan Glassworker 
thus speaks about the enterprise: 

A few months ago several capitalists of Atlanta, 
Ga., sent a Jetter to this city inviting the attention 
of glassmakers tothesplendid location, climate 
and mineral resources of that city, whieh we re- 
published at ethe time. Among those of 
our subscribers who responded to the 
leiter was. Mr. August Weyer, the well 
kuown metal maker and ariistic glass-ware de 

signer, then employed at Brilliant, O., where his 
‘fine vases. globes. shades and fine color combina- 
tions had given bim anational reputation, He was 
invited to go to Atianta, and spent several days in- 
vestigating, and finding an inexbaustible supply of 
fine giass sand, which assayed 9945 per cent. of 
ppre silica, concluded that Atlanta was a good 
place to make glass. more especially asit was in the 
heart of a great fiuit growing country, and was it- 
self a large patent medicine manufacturing centre. 

A public meeting was called, to which he made 
arepoit of his investigations, and in an hour’s 
time #50.000 were subscribed for a glass works. The 
mountain of silica was purchased for $30 an acre, 
and acjoining ground bought for a factory. The 
building of an eight-pot furnace’ was immediately 
begun, andat a subseqnent meeting the capita: 
stock was increased to $100,090, and the building 
of an additional] ten-pot furnace was decided ou. 

It is the intention to put on fourieen prescription 
shops, two press shops, five chimney shops and 
fivethopsfor fine blown ware, such as colored 
shades, globes, vases, bowls and water sets. The 
works will be in operation about April lst. 

The fact that the patent medicine trade of At- 
lauta alone consumes over $20€,000 worth of bottles 
annually, and that this interest holds large stock 
in the new works, is a sufficient guarantee of suc- 
cess, asthe saving of freight alone will insure 
handsome dividends. Asafine glass maker and 
designer, and as an expert in producing marvelous 
color harmonies, Mr. Weyer stands in the front 
rank. and not only are the citizens of Atlanta to 
be congratulated for securing the services of Mr. 
Weyer, but the entire glass dealing trade will be 
benefitted by the new and wider field that has 
been opened by this new southern enterprise, and 
we look forward to a time when the Atlanta Glass 
company will send ussouthern turprises in artistic 
artgiass, which will be marvels of beauty and mir- 
acles of design. 

Dr. Rankin, who owns a large -tract of land 
adjacert to that owned by the company, has 
decided to furnish homes for the operatives 
near the factory. Hewill begin immediately 
to erect thirty or forty neat and comfortable 
cotteges, which he wiil let to the glass-work- 
ers at reasonable rates. It is altogether likely 
that before next Christmas comes thera wil! be 
afull-fledged village near the works, four al- 


ready houses are springing up on every side.

A LUCKY FIND. 


Deputy Marshal Harbison Stumbles onto a 
Still--Other Revenue News. 


Deputy Marsbal Harbison made a lucky find 
yesterday. While riding throngh Lumpkin 
county he was prompted by curiosity to drive 
around by the way of Gray’s post office, and 
visit the place where he had, not long since, 
seized a distillery.

distillery andthe men into his buggy, drove 
to Dahlonega. The prisoners proved to be 
Allan Stringer, justice of the peace of that dis- 
trict of Lumpkin county,and John Parker, 
who had, but a short time before, been releasad 
from jail, where he had served a sentence for 
violation of the revenue laws. These men 
were taken before United States Commissioner 
Baker at Dahlonega, and, waiving examina- 
tion, gave bail for their appearance at the 
present term of. court. Harbison received 
many compliments on his lucky find. 

COCHRAN’S CASE, 

The case against John Cochran, the deputy 
marshal who is charged with having an inter- 
est in an illicit distillery, cameup before Cum- 
missioner Haight yesterday morning, bat was 
further poetponed until 10 o’cleck this morn- 
ing to enable a mateiial witness to be present.

Deputy Marshal Johnson 
went after him aud brought him to the city 
last night. His reason for surrendering is that 
he will testify at Cochran’s trial.

The offense for which Woodall is 
uuder arrest was committed onthe 15th of De- 
cember, 1585. He has been committed to the 
Fulton county jail pending trial.

Eleetiic Light company,and proposed to furnish 
thirty or more 2,000-candle power electric arc 
lights, suspended over the centre of the street 
crossing, twenty-five to thirty-five feet high, 
for a rental of $125 for each lamp per annum; 
for inside lighting, 200 or more incandescent 
sixteen-candie power lights, for @ reutal of $2 
per month, the lamps to be lighted within 
sixty days after the ac ceptance of the contract. 

“T should like to know, may it please- your 
honer,” said Mr. Rice, “who makes that bid?” 

“The paper is signed by the Empire State 
Electric Light compiny,” answered Mr. Gold 
smith, 

“Who composes that company?” asked Mr. 
Rice, leoking about the e hamber. 

“T move,” said Mr. Greene, “that the rules 


be suspended to hear from Mr. Palmer, who is 


here to represent the petitioners. He my be 
able to answer Mr. Rice’s question.” 

The rules were suspendedand Judge Palme 
stated that the company was composed of reli- 

able gentlemen, and that they contemplated 
putting ina lighting station an da factory for 
the manufactu) ing of electric light machinery. 
He felt satisfied that the company was honest 
and sincere iu its proposition and that it did 
not contemplate freezing any one or any com- 
pany ont. 

“] cannot think, may it please your honor,” 
said Mr. Collier, “that thes new compiny is 
here for any other purpose than to freezo the 
cldone out The old company is composed of 
Atlanta citizens who have put their money in 
it,and they should be protected. Soms time ago 
this same company sold, or tried to sell, some 
machinery to the new company, but the pur- 
chaser and seller could not agree, and then the 
new company put in a petition similar to this, 
but subsequently withdrew for some cause, 
Now the tame petition is here again. I think: 
we should protect home industries and not 
allow them froze out by foreign concerns.” 

“T know nothing of the effort to squeeze the 
old company out,-referred to by Mr. Collier,” 
said Mr. Angier, “but I do know that this new 
offer will be cheaper to the city by aout 
$1,500 than the old one. If anybody is to be 
squeezed, I would prefer thatit should be the 
old company rather than the taxpayer. Now, 
I] am jastas wiiling to foster home indus3tries 
asany oneis. In fact,I am a Sam Randall 
democrat. This new ofier is from a domestic 
corporation, and will provea big saving to Our 
people. I hardly think that the new company 
will try to crush out the old one. However, I 
think we can wait for a conclasion of this 
contract, and suggest that the entire matter 
be referred to a specia' committee.” 

“Tam satisfied, gentlemen,” said Mr. Palm- 
er, “that the new company will be fair com- 
netitors with the old and not trya freeze out 
game,” 

“This new company—the Thomson-Houston 
Electric Light company’’—said Mr, Collier, ‘‘is 
rich enougb to stay here a year for nothing for 
that matter.”

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S. COURTS! TO CONSIDER A 


SPECIAL LOCAL OPTION LAW.

Distiller Miller Brings His Case Before the United 
States Courts Upon the Ground that the Special 
Lecsl Option Act for DeKalb County is 
Unconstitutional, 


The United States courts will be called upon 
in the near future to pass upon the constita- 
tionality of the special act of the legislature 


under which.DeKalb county eam for prohi- 


bition. 
There has been filed in the cenes States cir- 


cuit court a petition for a writ of habeas cor- 


pus, directed to the deptuy sheriff of DeKalb 
county, commanding him to bring before the 
court one William G, Miller, who is now a 


prisoner at the hands of the deputy sheriff. 


Miller’s petition sets forth that for ten years 
prior to the pastage of the special act of the 


legislature which gave tothe citizens of De- | 
Kalb county the right to vote upon the matter | 


of prohibition, Messrs. Cox and Hill had oper- 
ated what was known as the Stone Mountain di3- 
tillery. It wasa large concern, the original 
plant costing about $9,000 and the annual 
profits being upward of $5, 000 per year. The 
distillery wos duly discussed and authorized by 
the laws of the United States to do business and 
Wm. G. Miller, the petitioner in the case, was 
agent and manager, and had also a pecuniary 
interest in the properpy. 

At the local election of March 3ist, 1885, the 
people of DeKalb county, in which the Stone 
mountain Cistillery was Jocated, voted to pro- 
hibit the mauufacture and sale ‘of intoxicating 
liquors, the penalty for an  in- 
fringement of the prohibitory 
law being a fine of $1,000 or imprisoament for 
six months, or both, in the discretion of the 
court. The petitioners state that the severity of 
the pubisbment deterred the firm from gon- 
tinuing the business, to their great loss, and 
since the close of the distill ery the property has 
greatly depreciated in value, being worthies; for 
wny business except that of distilling. 

‘ihe petitioners state that, being recently in- 
formed and advised that they could lawfully 
1un their distillery for the reason that the 
legislative enactment under which the electioa 
was held was un2zoastitutioual, tie pro- 
prietors of the distillery had made 
every poeparation to resume the busiaess 


and had actually begun operations, the laws of | 


the United States being first complied with. 
Shertly after the werk had been begun, the 
Dk Kalb county grand jury found a true bill 
uguinst Miller, he being charged with mana- 
facturipg liquor contrary to law. He was ar- 
rested and given into the custody of Deputy 
Sheriff R. M. Thompson. ‘Ail this, he alleges, 
was in direct violation of the fourteenth 
smendment to the constitution of the United 
States, which secures to all citizens life, liberty 
and property, and forbids the deprivation 
thereof without due process of law. The pe- 
titioner further represents that it is impossible 
for him to secure protection or relief in the 
courts of the state of Georgia, because 
of a recent decision of the saprems court---case 
of Fritz Menken vs. the city of Atlanta---where 
the court decided the’general localoption law 
of tbis state to be constitutionalfand heldjthat 
persons in the situation of the petitioner can 
he fined and imprisoned in accordance with 
the provisions of the act. 

lt is further alleged that the local option 
Jaw in question is null and void, it being con- 
trary to the provisions of 
fourteenth amendment, and 
further claimed that Miller’s arrest is unwar- 
ranted. He therefare prays for a writ of habeas 
corpus, directed to Deputy Sheriff Thompson, 
commanding him to bring the petitioner before 
the court at such time as the court may diract. 

When the petition was presented to Judge 
Newman last week, he wrote upon it the fol- 
lowing indorsement : 

AT CHAMBERS, March 31, 1837.—Having been of 
cousel before and at the time I went on the bench 
in cases wherein the questions made in the case 
were made, and having given advices and opinion 
on the question, I consider myself Aisqualitied to 
act on this tg ifor the writof haveas corpus. 

i. T. NEWMAN, U. 8, Judge. 

It was then shin te Circuit Judge Pardee, 
who ordered that the petition be filed anda 
writ of habeaus corpus be issued, returnable 
before tho court at 11 o’clock tis morning. 
Owing to Judge Pardee’s a' bsence, the case wiil 
not, however, be heard today. Judge New- 
man stated last evening that he certainly 
should not hear the case, and as Judge Pardes 
has been called to Texas, the hoaarinz will 
doubtless be postponed to some future date,
